Hennings Is Seventeenth St. Louis Man 
Of Thirty-Five Senators From Missouri 


Only Two From the Eastern Metropolis Hove Had Two Full Terms or More, and 
They Were a Century Apart, but the First One Served Thirty Years— Unusual 
and Brilliant Careers Recalled— Kansas City Has Had Four Senators.

Thomas C. Hennings, Jr., is the 
thirty-fifth man to be chosen as a 
senator from Missouri since the 
state was admitted to the union 
in 1821, and the seventeenth to be 
named from St. Louis or its tim- 
mediate 
suburban area. 
Kansas 
City has had four senators, includ­ 
ing Mr. Trum an of Independence. 
It may appear that Missouri ha. 
gone to the extrem e in electing S' 
Louisians. But that is only a part 
of the story. Although the names 
of St. Louisians come within one 
of filling half the list of senators 
from Missouri, only two have won 
election to two full term s or more, 
and there is a gap of nearly 100 
years between their re-elections. 
Trusten Polk, a St. Louis Demo­ 
crat, was one of two Missourians 
expelled from the United States 
Senate on the same day, January 
10, 1862. But that was in Civil 
w ar times, when politics 
really 
were rough. The other, expelled 
on the same charge, disloyalty, was 
Waldo Porter Johnson, Democrat, 
of St. Clair County. 
On the other side of the pic­ 
ture, Thomas Hart Benton, a St. 
Louis Democrat, was the first man 
to become a 30-year member of 
the Senate, Benton 
served five 
terms. He 
and David 
Barton, a 
Whig from Howard County, were 
Missouri’s 
first 
senators, being 
elected in 1820. Benton was re­ 
elected four times, serving until 
1851. Barton 
was re-elected 
in 
1824. 
Two Terms for Clark 
Bennett Champ Clark, now a 
judge on the United States Court 
of Appeals for the District of Co­ 
lumbia, is the only St. Louisian 
elected to two full terms since 
Benton left the Senate 100 years 
ago Clark was elected in 1932 and 
again in 1938. 
Francis 
Marion 
Cockrell of 
W arrensburg equalled the m ark i 
of Benton in being elected five 
times. He and Benton are the only 
5-termers 
in 
Missouri 
history. 
George G raham 
Vest, 
another 
Democrat, is the only 4-termer. 
Vest was elected from Pettis Coun­ 
ty. His eulogy to a dog, which he 
gave as a lawyer in a trial at War- 
nersburg, became a classic which 
still is reprinted frequently a- 
round the 
nation. 
Vest also is 
credited with saving the Yellow­ 
stone Park area as public domain, 
at a time when private interests 
were striving to obtain it. 
William Joel Stone of Nevada 
and Jam es A. Reed of Kansas City 
were the only 3-termers, but some 
other senators served longer than 
two terms having been appoint­ 
ed to serve out unexpired terms of 
other senators. Stone, long prom ­ 
inent as a members of the United 
States House of Representatives, 
governor, and a party leader in the 
nation, was first elected to the 
Senate in 1903. “Jim ” Reed, elected 
in 1910, 1916 and 1922, won recog­ 
nition as one of the greatest de­ 
baters ever heard in the Senate. 
Path to White House 
A Missouri senatorship was the 
springboard that led Harry S. T ru ­ 
man to the White House. A century 
ago it also brought David Rice 
Atchison to 
vice-presidency and 
some contend to the presdiency for 
a day. 
Atchison was elected president 
pro tempore of the Senate sixteen 
times, quite a political accomp­ 
lishment in itself. His disputed 
one-day term as President of the 
United States came about m the 
following series of events. 
President Polk’s term expired 
March 3 and because the tradition­ 
al inauguration 
day fell upon a 
Sunday, President Taylor was not 
inaugurated until March 5. Some 
historians maintain that Atchi­ 
son’s office in the Senate existed 
after the close of Congress on 
March 3, for he had been re-elect­ 
ed, and the vice-president, George 
M. Dallas, vacated the Senate chan 
on March 3, so that a president 
pro tempore could be elected to 
provide for presidential succession. 
These 
historians 
contend 
that, 
technically, at least, Atchison was 
President on March 4. 1849, Polk s 
term having 
expired. 
Atchison 
himself apparently believed this 
was the case; he is reported to have 
said that he slept through nearly 
his whole term. 
Paid as Vice-President 
Less generally known outside 
Missouri is that Atchison was vice- 
president from Apiil 18, 18a3, to 
December 4. 1954. 
according to 
Floyd C. Shoemaker, secretary of 
the State Historical Society of Mis 
souri. William R. King, vice-presi­ 
dent under President Pierce, died 
on April 18. 1853, and Atchison, 
still president pro temproe of the 
Senate, became vice-president. 
The only record of his seivice 
in this office is one that most per­ 
sons today would readily accept 
he was accorded the salary of vice- 
president as shown in the' Sena'e 
Journal. December 7. 1854, Atchi 
son County, Missouri, and the cit> 
of Atchison, Kas., were named for 
the senator, and he is memorialized 
in a statue at 
Plattsburg, Mo. 
Most unusal of all records for 
service in the Senate, however, is 
that of General James Shields of 
Carrollton, a Democrat, who was 
elected from Missouri in 1879. He 
is the only man who served as

Popular Election Since 1913 
More than 
half of Missouri’s 
senators were elected by the state 
Legislature. In 
1913 the Seven­ 
teenth amendm ent to the United 
States Constitution 
was adoped 
providing for the election of sena­ 
tors by direct vote of the people. 
Twenty-one 
Missouri 
senators 
have been Democrats. There have' 
been eleven 
Republicans, 
two 
Whigs and one Conservative. 
Benton and 
Atchison, 
for in­ 
stance, both Democrats, 
usually 
disagreed on every question. At­ 
chison was pro-slavery, while one 
of the longest and most outstanding 
speeches ever made by Benton wits 
his appeal to the people against the 
Jackson-Napton resolutions of 1849 
which denied the power of Con­ 
gress to forbid slavery in a ter­ 
ritory.

There followed in January, 1851. 
what has been termed the most 
bitterly contested senatorial elec­ 
tion in Missouri history.

was elected on the fortieth ballot. 
Atchison was a leader in one of the 
mti-Benton factions. 
When Atchison came up for re- 
election in 1854, the political di­ 
vision was so acute that the Legis­ 
lature could not agree on a su cces­ 
sor. It was two years before any 
candidate could obtain a majority, 
ind during that time Missouri had 
only one man in the Senate.

When, in addition to quick germ­ 
ination, a flower has large seed and 
colorful blossoms, it is bound to be 
widely grown and popular, because 
easy to grow. Marigolds and zin­ 
nias, which share wdth petunias the 
popular leadership, are fast grow’- ! 
ing, large seeds; yet petunias, which 
rival them in popularity, have the 
smallest seeds of any. take 10 days 
to two weeks to germinate and are 
seldom sown directly in the garden. 
These small seeded, slow germ- 1 
inators are as easy to grow' as the 
fast ones if they are started in a 
seed box. Success, in fact, is even 
surer, because of reduced hazards. 
But it helps to know how’ long you 
must wait after sowing for the . 
sprouts to appear, and it enables 
you to sow varieties of about the 
same germination period in the 
same box.

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Hennings Is Seventeenth St. Louis Man 
Of Thirty-Five Senators From Missouri 


Only Two From the Eastern Metropolis Hove Had Two Full Terms or More, and 
They Were a Century Apart, but the First One Served Thirty Years— Unusual 
and Brilliant Careers Recalled— Kansas City Has Had Four Senators.

Thomas C. Hennings, Jr., is the 
thirty-fifth m an to be chosen as a 
senator from Missouri since tho 
state was adm itted to the union 
in 1821, and the seventeenth to be 
named from St. Louis or its tim - 
mediate 
su burban area. 
K ansas 
City has had four senators, includ­ 
ing Mr. T ru m an of Independence. 
It may ap p e ar that M issouri ha.- 
gone to th e ex trem e in electing S* 
Louisians. But that is only a part 
of the story. Although the nam es 
of St. Louisians come w ithin one 
of filling half the list of senators 
from Missouri, only two have won 
election to two full term s or more, 
and th ere is a gap of n early 100 
years betw een their re-elections. 
T rusten Polk, a St. Louis D em o­ 
crat, was one of two M issourians 
expelled from the United States 
S enate on the sam e day, Ja n u a ry 
10, 1862. But that w as in Civil 
w ar times, w hen politics 
really 
w ere rough. T he other, expelled 
on the sam e charge, disloyalty, was 
W aldo P o rte r Johnson, Dem ocrat, 
of St. C lair County. 
On the other side of the pic­ 
ture, T hom as H art Benton, a St. 
Louis D em ocrat, w as the first m an 
to become a 30-year m em ber of 
the Senate, Benton 
served five 
term s. He 
an d David 
Barton, a 
W hig from H ow ard C ounty, w ere 
M issouri’s 
first 
senators, being 
elected in 1820. Benton was re­ 
elected four times, serving until 
1851. 
B arton 
was 
re-elected 
in 
1824. 
Two Terms for Clark 
B ennett C ham p Clark, now a 
judge on the United States Court 
of A ppeals for the District of Co­ 
lum bia, is the only St. Louisian 
elected to two full term s since 
Benton left th e S enate 100 years 
ago C lark w as elected in 1982 and 
again in 1938. 
F rancis 
M arion 
C ockrell 
of 
W arren sb u rg equalled the m ark 
of Benton in being elected five 
times. He and Benton are the only 
5 -term ers 
in 
Missouri 
history. 
G eorge G rah am 
Vest, 
another 
D em ocrat, is the only 4-term er. 
Vest was elected from Pettis C oun­ 
ty. His eulogy to a dog. w hich he 
gave as a law yer in a trial at Wur- 
nersburg, becam e a classic which 
still 
is 
rep rin ted 
frequently 
a- 
round th e 
nation. 
Vest also is 
credited w ith saving the Yellow ­ 
stone P ark area as public dom ain, 
at a tim e w hen p riv ate interests 
w ere striving to obtain it. 
W illiam Joel Stone of N evada 
and J a m e s A. Reed of K ansas City 
w ere the only 3-term ers, but some 
other senators served longer than 
two term s having been ap p o in t­ 
ed to serve out unexpired term s of 
other senators. Stone, long p ro m ­ 
inent as a m em bers of th e United 
States H ouse of 
R epresentatives, 
governor, an d a p arty leader in the 
nation, w as first elected to the 
Senate in 1903. “J im ” Reed, elected 
in 1910, 1916 and 1922, won recog­ 
nition as one of the greatest d e­ 
baters ever heard in the Senate. 
Path to White House 
A M issouri se m to rsh ip was the 
springboard that led H arry S. T ru ­ 
m an to the W hite House. A century 
ago it also brought D avid Rice 
Atchison to 
vice-presidency and 
some contend to the presdiency for 
a day. 
Atchison was elected president 
pro tem pore of the Senate sixteen 
times, q u ite a political accom p­ 
lishm ent 
in 
itself. 
His disputed 
one-day term as P resident ot the 
U nited S tates cam e about in the 
following series of events. 
P resident Polk's term expired 
M arch 3 and because the trad itio n ­ 
al inauguration 
day fell upon a 
S unday, P resident Taylor was not 
in au g u iated until M arch 5. Some 
historians 
m aintain 
that 
A tchi­ 
son’s office in the Senate existed 
after the close of Congress on 
M arch 3, for he had been re-elect­ 
ed, and the vice-president, George 
M. Dallas, vacated the S enate chaii 
on M arch 3. so that a president 
pro tem pore could be elected to 
provide for presidential succession. 
T hese 
historians 
contend 
that, 
technically, at least, Atchison was 
P resid en t on M arch 4. 1849. P o lk ’s 
term having 
expired. 
Atchison 
him sell 
ap p aren tly believed this 
w as the case; he is n ported to have 
said that he slept through nearly 
his whole term . 
Paid as Vice-President 
Less 
generally 
know n outside 
Missouri is that Atchison was vice- 
president from April 18, 1853, to 
D ecem ber 4. 1954. 
according to 
Floyd C. Shoem aker, secretary of 
the S tate Historical Society of Mis­ 
souri. W illiam R. King, vice-presi­ 
dent undei President Pierce, died 
on A pril 18. 1853, and Atchison, 
still president pro tem proe of the 
Semite, becam e vice-president. 
The only record of his service 
in this office is one that most p er­ 
sons today would readily accept— 
he was accorded the salary of vice- 
president as shown in the S e n a’e 
Journal, Decembei 7, 1854, A tchi­ 
son C ounty, Missouri, and the city 
ot Atchison, Kas , w eie nan ed lor 
the senator, and he is m em orialised 
in a statu e at 
Plattsburg, Mo. 
Most unusal of all records foi 
service in the Senate, how ever, is 
that of Genei d J a m e 
Shields of 
C arrollton, a Dem ocrat, who was 
elected from Missouri in 1879 He 
is the only m an who served ^ 


United States senator from three 
states, having represented Illinois 
and M innesota before his election 
from Missouri. His statue m ay be 
seen today in the Hall of F am e in 
W ashington, 
chosen for a place 
there by the state of Illinois. Mis­ 
souri dedicated a 
m onum ent to 
him in Carrollton, and in 1910 C on­ 
gress erected a m onum ent at his 
grave. 
One Fleeted Unaimously 
The states of 
K ansas, 
Iowa, 
Oregon and Missouri nam ed coun­ 
ties for Lewis Fields Linn of Ste. 
Genevieve, 
who w as 
M issouri’s 
“m odel senator.” He is the only 
one elected unanim ously. T hat was 
by action of the Legislature in 
1836. It re-elected him by nearly 
a unaim ous vote in 1824. 
Linn 
becam e 
know n as 
tlv' 
“F ath er of O regon” for his w ork 
on legislation for the settlem ent of 
that state. He also was a leader in 
various legislation looking tow ard 
the developm ent of th e Middle 
West and West. Before going to 
the S enate in 
1830 through a p ­ 
pointm ent to an unexpired term , 
he had m ade an outstanding record 
in Missouri as a physician and as a 
prom oter of early industry in the 
state. 
Carl Schurz w as one of M is­ 
souri’s great senators from the R e­ 
publican side and from St. Louis. 
He was an editor in that city, in 
D etroit and New Y ork City; also a 
statesm an and soldier and a great 
orator, as shown in his speeches 
during 
the Lineoln-D ouglas d e ­ 
bates and in the Senate. It has been 
w ritten that he w as an o verm atch 
for C onkling and M orton. As for 
that statem ent, Jo h n T. B arker, a 
form er Missouri atto rn ey general 
and now an assistant United S tates 
attorney general 
in W ash in g to n 
lias said: 
“No greater 
com plim ent 
was 
ever paid an A m erican. An o v er­ 
m atch for thi' great C onkling!” 
Popular Election Since 1913 
M ore 
than 
half of 
M issouri’s 
senators w ere elected by the state 
Legislature. In 
1913 the S ev en ­ 
teenth am en d m en t to the United 
States C onstitution 
w as adoped 
providing for the election of se n a­ 
tors by direct vote of the people. 
T w en ty -o n e 
Missouri 
senators 
have been Dem ocrats. T here h av e 
been 
eleven 
Republicans, 
tw o 
Whigs and one C onservative. 
B enton and 
Atchison, 
for in­ 
stance. both D em ocrats, 
usually 
disagreed on every question. A t­ 
chison was pro-slavery, w hile one 
of the longest and most outstanding 
speeches ever m ade by Benton was 
his appeal to the people against the 
Jack so n -N ap to n resolutions of 1849 
w hich denied the pow er of C on­ 
gress to forbid slavery in a te r­ 
ritory. 
Benton's 
speech 
filled 
tw en ty -tw o new spapei columns. 
T h ere followed in J a n u a ry . 1851. 
w hat has been term ed the most 
bitterly contested senatorial elec­ 
tion in M issouri history. For tw elve 
days the contest roared 
in

L egislature w ith none receiving a 
m ajo rity 
until 
H enry 
S. 
G ever 
w as elected on the fortieth ballot. 
A tchison was a leader in one of the 
an ti-B en to n factions. 
W hen Atchison cam e up for re- 
election m 1854. the political d i­ 
vision w as so acute that the Legis­ 
lature could not agree on a succes­ 
sor. It w as two years before any 
candidate could obtain a majordy, 
and d u rin g that tim e Missouri had 
only one m an in the Senate. 
T h ro u g h the years th ere w ere

At Possum Trot Form 
Treatment for Bird 
With Broken Pinion 


By Leonard Hall 
A rriving home at noon last S at­ 
urday 'front ou f 'TtijD to tmcn fot 
provender as the farm does not 
provide, w e saw P erry trudging 
along the ridge tow ard the house. 
It w as past quitting tim e and we 
w ondered w hy he h ad n ’t 
gone 
hom e to dinner, when we noticed 
w hat appeared to be a bundle u n ­ 
der his arm. Not a calf, I thought. 
It looks like something w rapped 
in an old gray shirt. By this tim e 
G innie and I had parked the car 
and hurried out to the back of the 
house, with 
Mike an d 
C hipper 
follow ing curiously along behind. 
W e m et P erry at the door and 
suddenly realized w hat he carried 
under his arm —a large gray bird 
w hich could be nothing except a 
great blue heron. 
Perry had decided, before going 
hom e for the day. to look at the 
new calf we told about last week. 
It had gone to the fields w ith the 
herd that morning but we still 
w eren’t satisfied that the cow w as 
taking good care of it. So h e ’d 
driven up the lane, parked his car 
and hiked down across the bottom: 
fording the creek on the w ater-g ap 
w hen he couldn’t find the calf on 
the far side. Soon ho spied it, b ed ­ 
ded down in a sunny place in the 
w oods, and decided it was all right. 
But before he’d crossed the creek 
again, he saw something hiding in 
a pile of driftwood. It was the 
heron, obviously injured, and he 
w en t to exam ine it. But it still had 
enough go to get up on its long 
legs and lead him a hard chase a- 
cross the bottom field before he | 
caught it. 
We brought the heron into the ! 
kitchen, making certain to keep out | 
of reach of its sharp eight-inch 
bill which struck out from tim e to 
tim e like a pile-driver. It did not 
seem 
particularly in 
pain no r 
frightened, though I felt carefully 
and found a compound fractu re of 
that part of the wing which we 
would call the “upper arm .” 
Perhaps it sensed that we m eant 
it no harm , for it lay still w h ere 
Perry held it on the kitchen table; 
only its large, fierce eyes w atching 
us carefully. These eyes are p ro m ­ 
inent, a black pupil circled by an 
iris of bright yellow. It is easy to 
understand 
how the great 
bird, 
standing motionless in the w ate r 
at the pond’s edge, misses no m o v e­ 
ment of crayfish, frog, salam ander 
or darting perch. We did our best 
to m ake a diagnois, then decided to 
call in consultation before o p erat­ 
ing and began w racking our brains 
to find a place big enough and 
safe enough to put th e bird. 
There’s a dog house in the yard 
which both 
Mike and C hipper 
scorn, though it is com fortable and 
big enough for a child to play in. 
Just the place, we decided, and 
put the heron inside, with a pan 
of water and bits of frozen h am - j 
burger floating in it, just in case | 
the bird decided to eat. But S u n ­ 
day came and there w as no evid­ 
ence the food had been touched. 
Once more we brought the big 
bird into the kitchen and this tim e 
fed him w arm broth from the big 
‘‘m edicine dro p p er” w hich G innie 
uses for basting m eat in the oven. 
I kept two fingers ringed around 
the h eron’s neck so 
it couldn’t 
strike out, but it sw allow ed the 
broth w ithout difficulty. The bits 
of raw ham burgei which we placed 
in 
its 
bill, however, 
w ere dis­ 
carded. 
Then w ith a sliver of pine w h it­ 
tled thin, a roll of gauze and a d ­ 
hesive tape, w e set out to apply a 
splint to the break. T he job wa 
only half successful, though the 
bird subm itted w ithout protest. But 
the heavy w ing still dropped and 
our next effort was to bandage it 
securely against the body. This 
didn’t w ork at all, but the splint 
helped some and w e finally d e ­ 
cided to concentrate on feeding 
until Dr. Sheets com es on Tuesday 
to vaccinate the calves. We have 
confidence in his skill as a surgeon 
and are sure w e’ll w ork out a suc­ 
cessful operation, but I ’ll bet this 
w ill be his first experience at set­ 
ting the w ing of a 
great blue 
heron M eanwhile, the big bird sits 
in the cornei of his house, w aiting 
with apparent patience w hatever 
fate m av befall it. We hope we can 


save it, though Ginnie looks for­ 
ward with some m isgivin g to add­ 
ing it to our list of pets. I think 
sh e’s afraid sh e’ll spend the su m ­ 
m er catching m innow s for it. 
Next task on my list, this S u n ­ 
day morning, was to deteim ine 
finally w hy the new calf w asn ’t 
nursing as frequently as it should 
and why the mother cow left it 
alone for hours on end. 
I slung the binoculars over m y 
sh oulder and headed for the far 
fields w here the herd was grazing, 
found a comfortable place in the 
sun w here the wind d id n ’t strike 
too strongly and settled down to 
w atch. It w asn’t difficult to find 
the cow, for she has a nervious w ay 
of m oving about as she grazes, but 
the calf was nowhere in sight. A 
half hour later the m ystery w as 
solved. From the far end of the 
p asture came a 
yearling 
heifer 
which I soon identified as 
this 
cow ’s calf last year. It was w eaned 
long ago; but now it nuzzled up to 
its m other and soon was feeding 
greedily.

Cosmos should germinate in five 
days. 


The fact that many flower seeds 
take considerably longer to germ­ 
inate than vegetables is responsible 
for some failures by amateurs who 
sow them directly in the garden. 
Those which germinate quickly, are 
the easiest to grow in this manner. 
Among these are the following an­ 
nuals, which should germinate in 5 
days: Ageratum, amaranthus, an- 
themis, candytuft, cardinal climber, 
centaurea, clarkia, calliopsis, cos­ 
mos. cynoglossum, dahlias, annual 
pinks, heleniums, helichrysum, an­ 
nual mallow, marigold, mignonette, 
four-o-clocks, Virginia stocks, vis- 
caria, and zinnia. 
When, in addition to quick germ­ 
ination, a llower has large seed and 
colorful blossoms, it is bound to be 
widely grown and popular, because 
easy to grow. Marigolds and zin­ 
nias, which share with petunias the 
popular leadership, are fast grow­ 
ing, large seeds; yet petunias, which 
rival them in popularity, have the 
smallest seeds of any, take 10 days 
to two weeks to germinate and are 
seldom sown directly in the garden. 
These small seeded, slow germ- '• 
inators are as easy to grow as the 
fast ones if they are started in a 
seed box. Success, in fact, is even 
surer, because of reduced hazards. 
But it helps to know how long you 
must wait after sowing for the 
sprouts to appear, and it enables 
you to sow varieties of about the 
same germination period in the 
same box.
